To avoid any ri sk of con fusion in nomenclature A mygrialin is 
not s.l:ructurally synonymous with Laetrile. Amygrialin (I) is 
a -naturally occurring cyanogenetic glycoside in the kernels of 
almonds and related fruits while Laetrile (II) is reportedly, 
synthesized^ by hydrolysis of Amygdalin or by condensation of 
mandelonil-rile with glucuronic acid.. 

From preliminary studies of Amygdalin containing materials 
by GCMS and ^C-NMR, no evidence has been found for the 
presence of a structure corresponding to that of Laetrile. 
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Introduction 


The -purpose of Ibis study .was to develop a specific identification 
and quantitation 'method of analysis for Amygdalin (1). ' At .present, 
the official methods for the determination of- cyanogenetic glycosides 
in food products consists of either a qualitative identification via 
AOA-C, 12th Ed. , 2G. 113 or a quantitative titration of the resultant 
KCN produced by hydrolysis via AOAC, 12th Ed., 2 6.114-5. 
Furthermore, a polarographic procedure measuring the cyanide 
ion formed during hydrolysis is also available via LIB 966. ^ 

•These methods lacked a degree of specificity since other cyano- 
genetie glycosides besides Amygdalin could be present. More 
recently, proton magnetic ren^onee has been utilized to establish 
the identity of-Amygdalin. 

Since Amygdalin has gentiobioao as Hie parent glycoside, this 
present study has utilized the technique of preparing Irifluoro- 
acetate derivatives for GC separation as previously suggested 
for mono- and di-saccharides in cocoa products. Methodolgy 
has been developed for the extraction and clean-up of Amygdalin 
from food products, tablets and in jec tables. Quantitation of 

Amygdalin was achieved by derivatiza'tion followed by isothermal 
gas chromatography using flame ionization detection.

Results .and Discussion 


To increase the volatility and permit low temperature chromatography 
separation of Amygdalin, derivalidation was imperative. Nahrsted^ 
has already discussed the fact that TMS-derivatives of mono¬ 
saccharides are much less volatile than the corresponding TFA- 
derivatives - as exhibited by the observance that the TMS derivative 
eluted at about 20u°C compai'ed to the elution of the TFA derivative 
at about 100°C. Extrapolation of this phenomenon to the case of 
Amygdalin indicated that the TFA derivative was indeed more volatile 
(3,75 min at.

The shipment contains 6,n00 tablets 
and 1,650 ampules of the drug used in 
the treatment of cancer. It is caught in 
the continuing battle between Laetrile 
proponents and the FD.A.-which claims 
it is an unproven drug and has prohib¬ 
ited it from interstate .shipment with¬ 
out attidavtts from attending physi¬ 
cians. . 

'it wili be held in the Los Altos 
freight oii-cc until the receivers have 
complied with every detail of the law," 
said Lloyd Leaver. compliance officer 
for the FDA office in Los Angeles. 

"V.’e hate complied with the law." 
said Jim Haas of Fort Worth, who col¬ 


lected the money from cancer patients 
here and obtained the affidavits from 
their doctors. 

Lc-hrer, however, said the affidavits 
are incomplete and additional informa¬ 
tion is needed before the shipment can 
be released. 

Until recently;’ I.aetrilc could only 
be brought info the United States from 
Mexico, where it is manufactured, 
through smuggling. But two months 
ago. U.S. Dist. Judge Luther Bohan an of 
Oklahoma ruled that a 6-month supply 
could he shipped to cancer victims if 
their physicians provided affidavits. 

The 6-point document, which must 
be notorized twice, requires the name 
and, address'of the patient and physi¬ 
cian. the date of the examination, 
assurance, that the physician will

Laetrile for treatment (whether it is 
being used in lieu of, or in addition to. 
traditional treatment).

Oklahoma decision cited 


Attorney set to argue 
for Laetrile return

FORT WORTH — Ad attorney for a 
Laetrile distributor said Wednesday be 
will ask a federal judge in Fort Worth 
to adopt the conclusions of an Okla¬ 
homa jurist who ordered government 
agents not to interfere with the sale of 
the drug to cancer patients. 

Brantley Pringle said he is sending 
a copy of the Oklahoma decision to UE. 
Dist. Judge Eldon Mahon. 

Pringle, who represents James Haas, 
wants Judge Mahon to order U S. Food 
and Drug Adminstration agents to 
return more than 25.000 confiscated 
Laetrile capsules. 

UE. Dist. Judge Luther Bohanon. 
who presides in the Western District of 
Oklahoma, held in a 22-page opinion 
that the FDA lacks jurisdiction to 
interfere with the distribution of 
laetrile. 

PRINGLE SAID the Haas case 
involves the same legal questions 
decided by Judge Bohanon in the opin¬ 
ion he filed Dec. 5. 

Judge Bohanon's findings are not 
binding on Judge Mahon or other 
judges in the Northern District of 
Texas, which extends from the Dallas- 
Fort Worth area to the Oklahoma and 
New Mexico lines. 

Judge Bohanon held that laetrile 
does not fall within the definition of a 
•'new drug" in the Federal Food. Drug 
and Cosmetic Act. Therefore, he said, 
the FDA lacks the authority to 
interfere with its distribution. 

Judge Bohanon issued a permanent 
order prohibiting both the FDA and 
the UE Customs Service from 
interfering with the use of Laetrile for 
the care or treatment of cancer by a 
person who is ...suffering from 
cancer." 

Judge Bohanon's opinion drew 
strong fire from FDA officials and the 
medical profession. Numerous doctors 
called for the Justice Department to 
appeal the decision. 

Judge Bohanon noted that laetrile 
would not fall within the definition of 
a "new drug" if generally recognized 
by experts as "safe and effective for use 
in the treatment of cancer". 

Then the jurist wrote: 

"The current debate is fierce. The 
issue appears largely unresolved as to 
laetrile's true effectiveness, in large 
part because the FDA has prevented 
adequate testing on humans." 

JUDGE BOHANON said he would not 
set aside the FDA finding that laetrile 
was ineffective. But, he continued, lae- 


clnssification if it had been used for 
fighting cancer and recogized by 
experts as safe prior to Oct. 9,1962. 

This is the date Congress changed 
federal laws to increase the FDA's 
authority. 

"The record and the law reasonably 
support but one conclusion: Laetrile 
has been commercially used and sold 
in the UE. for the treatment of cancer 
for well in excess of 25 years," Judge 
Bohanon continued. "During that time, 
it has been generally recognized by 
qualified experts as safe for such use”. 

The judge cited- research reports 
which stated that Laetrile is less toxic 
than aspirin. 

Judge Bohanon suggested also that a 
cancer patient has the constitutional 
right to decide what treatment, if any. 
he wants. 

"There are many thousands of ter¬ 
minally ill cancer patients each 
year...who are told that they are 
beyond hope and have been sent home 
to die." the opinion noted. 

"Should further treatment of these 
people be precluded by this law? Cer¬ 
tainly not.' Individuals for whom do 
orthodox cure is available surely are 
entitled'" to -select a health-care 
approach with which they feel 
compatible.." 

JUDGE BOHANON warned, howev¬ 
er. against Bds or statements touting 
the effectiveness of laetrile. 

"This court's decision in this case in 
no way portends the return of the trav¬ 
eling snake oil salesman," he wrote. 
"The right to use a harmless, unproven 
remedy is quite distinct from any 
alleged right to promote it." 

Agents seized Laetrile and other 
items when they went to Haas’ home 
west of Fori Worth July 25. They also 
confiscated a shipment sent the distrib¬ 
utor Sept. 13. Although Haas is insisting 
upoD return of his capsules. Assistant 
UE. Atty. William Johnson contends 
that Judge Mahon should order them 
destroyed on grounds that their ship¬ 
ment across a stale line violated fed¬ 
eral laws.

This group urged the passage of e resolution authoris¬ 
ing them to conduct a study on cancer fraud In conjunc¬ 
tion wlih the Senate Mura tin Resource* Committee They 
Jodiceicd to the Senate that cancer patleuts w«ra particu¬ 
larly susceptible to victimization by vprtouj fraudulent 




“cancer cures" advertised by unscrupulous quacks “out to 
make i fast buck off of Usose lo a bad situation," said Dog- 
gatt.

Irving real estate man Charles Sittlg — 
whose recovery from the deadly cancer melanoma could 
be attributed solely to a therapy of Ljrihk. enzyme*, diet 
viiamiDS — walked Into Gov. Briscoe's office wttb Rep. 
Thompson's legislative assistant, hoping that his story 
could be heard by at least a Briscoe aide. U'« were Joined 
by the husband of a San Antonio woman with « similar 
success story attributable solely to Laetrile. To our sur¬ 
prise. we were ushered Into see the governor himself. He 
knew nothing of Laetrile, but w«j genuinely impressed. 
“You’ve shown me the living proof." Briscoe said. **I could¬ 
n’t ask for any stronger evidence!" 

House Speaker Bilk Clayton pul it ibis way: "Once tbe 
bill wts introduced, we began to have people come 
through ibis office that had used LaclrtLc and told bow it 
had helped them. We had testimony from several people 
who came ihrough this office who said ihry hod cancer to 
a point that they were not projected by their doctors to 
live over six months, or 8 mouths or a year, and some of 
them testified qow ihai they're going on six. seven and 
eight yt-ars since that particular lime, and hadn't fell bet¬ 
ter in o long time. 

"You kuuw, wbeo you see living proof of something 
like that, you’ve got to be Impressed . . . And when tha 
bill came up before ibe committee 1 certainly told several 
of the committee members that 1 thought it wss a good 
piece of legislation."

farced him to do so. 

After s bearing that lasted until 2 o'clock in the morn¬ 
ing, the .House Committee voted 8-0 In favor of tbe Mil. 
Within a wet k. the bill was on the floor of the House for 
dchute Within another week, the House had passed tha 
bill to the Senate by a vote of 1JJ log. 

Three weeks later, the Senate approved the bill by a 
vote of 27 to 3, and nine days later, the Texas Laetrile Bill 
w«s si gned Into law by Gov. Brisco*. 

So Texas has made legal ihe manufacture, distribution, 
prescription *nd use of Laetrile. A great victory for tha 
people, for cancer sufferers, for those who arc now forced 
to Gee the country to use the drug? 

No Pressure and intimidation from tha FDA continues 
to thrcdien those who would research, manufacture, dis¬ 
tribute or clinically use the substance. A Houston-based 
biological research corporation searching for a morn 
ellocttve l^ieirile bused couijxmnd refused comment lor 
this article out of Icor they would then be harassed by 
the FDA 

Individuals who have made plans to establish a Lartrlle 
clinic in Dallas, headed by Dr. Mario Soto, Ibe medical 
director of Clinic* Cydel in Tijuana, refuse to discuss far 
publication any connection with such a project. Tha 
project may be abandoned out of fear of harrsssment by 
the FDA. 

Perhaps the FDA can continue to plug tbe dika by 
using Its most far-fetched and diluted Interstale rom- 
m<tc* controls to inilimdaie any potcnila] research, 
mauuiaciurtor usa of Laetrile.

A new state law legalizing Laetrile will ' 
have little effect on the availability of the ■. 
unorthodox cancer treatment, area Lae* 
trile advocates said Tuesday. .. . 

Although the drug becomes legal in 
Texas Thursday, a federal ban on the 
interstate shipment of supplies needed to 
produce the apricot pit derivative means 
most area users will still look to Mexico 
for their supply. And the flow of Laetrile. 
— although inconvenient for users — is / 
likely to run virtually unchecked. [ 
‘•We’re.going to have to continue.the 
underground supply,” said Laetrile user 
Charles Sittig. "It’s not a big problem, 
but inthisarea, it’s an inconvenience. 

"They (federal Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration officials) feel that they will keep 
p us out of the Laetrile business regardless 
Band in spite of our state law. Their objec-. 
stive is to keep us from making Laetrile ■ 
,|and they can’do it.” 

> One of the biggest problems for Lae- 
J trile manufacturers would be'obtaining 
. apricot pits needed to make drug without 
‘violating the interstate'ban. 

Despite the ban. Jerry Henderson of 


the Dallas FDA office admitted his agen¬ 
cy has a hard time controlling the flow of 
Laetrile into the state. 

"They’re not bringing pits in, they’re 
bringing in the finished product,” Hen¬ 
derson said. "Most of them are pretty 
open about it. To my knowledge, not a 
single case (against a Laetrile supplier) 
has come to trial.” • 


Henderson said FDA agents are 
, strapped by a ruling by a federal judge in 
■Oklahoma allowing■ Laetrile users or 
their representatives to import a six 
'month supply. He said all the person 
needs is an affadavit signed by a physi¬ 
cian saying the drug is for personal use 
and specifying the potency of the dose. 

Agents can confiscate the drug if spot 
cheeks show its actual strength is more 
than 5 per cent greater than the potency 
given on the affadavit.

ning laetrile. Since when has a pa¬ 
tient forfeited the right to prefer 
one kind of treatment . over 
another? If laetrile were harmful, 
that would be one thing, but it is 
not harmful. That puts it, at the 
very least, in a class with placebos 
and faith-healing—maybe helpful, 
maybe not, but clearly a matter for 
private, "not governmental, deci¬ 
sion. 

The recent action of 12 states 
(including Texas) in legalizing the 
manufacture of laetrile should tell 
the FDA something—namely, that 
its bigotry in this matter has be¬ 
come insufferable; 

The Texas law takes effect Sept 
1. Perhaps then laetrile dealers 
like Haas can get their supplies on 
the Intrastate market and thus 
avoid FDA intervention. This will 
be good. But better would be for 
the FDA to climb, down from its 
high horse and drop its ban on lae¬ 
trile. Life, to be sure, is one of the 
rights the U.S. government was 
established to guarantee. And so, 
we are constrained to note, is 
liberty.

an to manufacture the drug, which has 
been labeled by proponents as a cure for 
cancer. 

Jerry Henderson, program manager 
for consumer affairs with the FDA of¬ 
fice in Dallas, said the confiscated tab¬ 
lets are being tested in Dallas and FDA 
agents will have determined by Friday 
if the tablets are the banned compound 
made from apricot pits. 

Henderson said the tablets, if deter¬ 
mined to be the drug, would be worth 
about $5,000. 

Officere raided Haas' home after U.S. 
■ Magistrate Bailey F. Rankin "of Dallas 


issued a search warrant earlier Monday. 
Also confiscated in the raid were a num¬ 
ber of papers Henderson said may docu¬ 
ment the origin of the tablets.

Myklc-sted. who 
claim they are winning a battle with 
cancer through the Laetrile treatment 
and diet, were joined by, Elmer Hane¬ 
butt, assistant basketball coach at 
Texas Wesleyan College, to testify on 
behalf of the controversial drug made 
f^om apricot pits. It-has been banned' 
by the FDA, but has been approved for 
manufacture and use in 12 states. 


“The people in this country have 
spoken."

This -is the democratic ’proc¬ 
ess." 

Sittig and Myklested said that be¬ 
sides a nutritional diet, they each take 
four Laetrile pills daily, at a cost of SI 
per pill, and six enzyme pills aday cost-' 
iug 20 c a pill.

Irving cancer victim Charles Sittig is planning 
a demonstration Thursday in front of the federal 
Food and Drug Administration office in Dallas. 

"This is an issue of states' rights and human 
rights." he said Thursday. "Laetrile is the Water¬ 
gate of the FDA.” 

Sittig is planning the demonstration because the 
FDA recently detained a SlUO.OOC shipment of 
I-aetriie. a substance claimed to cure cancer, in a 
California warehouse. Area cancer patients using 
the substance nave had their supplies cut off as a 
result. Sittig said. 

“We want to nut them on notice that we don't 
want our supplies withheld." tie-said. 

A meeting has been planned Monday to deter¬ 
mine the time of the demonstration and its strate¬ 
gy. he said. 

Jim Haas, an area Laetrile supplier .who had 
ordered the shipment, said the FDA told him it 
was being held up because addresses of cancer 
patients were not included on the affidavits from 
their doctors necessary to obtain a six-month sup- 
ply. 

V Hass said he resubmitted the affidavits along 
’with the addresses, but could not get the FDA to 
release the shipment. He believes many of the 
patients he supplies will be at the Thursday dem¬ 
onstration. 

The demonstration also is designed to warn the 
FDA that Texas cancer patients will not sit quiet¬ 
ly if the FDA decides 10 r-'.i.i Texas suppliers. 
Sittig said.

in Texas. 

“The FDA has agreed to accept sub¬ 
stitute affidavits for earlier ones that 
are incomplete," said Bob Bradford of 

the Committee for Freedom of Choice 
in a telephone interview Friday. 

Until a few weeks ago. it was illegal 
to bring Laetrile into the United States 
from .Mexico, where it ts manufac¬ 
tured. Bur. a federal judge from Okin- 
• horn a ruled that a 6-monih supply 
could be shipped to cancer victims 
whose physicians pro'-uied ;m affida¬ 
vit. The notarised affidavits wore sup¬ 


plied by sources ordering the Laetrile 
for patients. 

•’* In the meantime, t Bradford 
explained,the Oklahoma judge agreed 
the affidavits must .provide additional' 
information, so the Freedom of Choice 
group began gathering the required 
data. 

“We have' the revised affidavits 
ready to go,” Bradford said, “and Lloyd 
Lehrer of the Los Angeles district of 
the»FDA has agreed to substitute them 
for.the original ones and release the 
shipment.

Metabolic, a wholesale vitamin supply 
company. . . 

Haas said far two years lie has sup¬ 
plied physicians and patients in the 
Dallas area with vitamin U-i7; another 
name for Laetrile. Because of that 
interest, he decided to get inio the 
business last month when the Texas 
Legislature approved the manufacture 
and sale e f the drug beginning Sept. t. 

"The demand for Laetrile has been 
higher titan the. supply,” liras said, 
adding he ha;- not .been involved in 
bringing the drag into Texas. 

Most Laetrile, a derivative of apricot 
pits, is manr.f.tctured in Mexico. It is 
illegal to import the dreg into the 


United States or ship it across stats 
liner, because of bans imposed by the. 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration. 

Laetrile has been opposed by -the 
medical establishment on.the grounds 
it is not a "proven" factor in,cancer 
treatment. 

Laetrile is legal, however, in c6 
other countries. Public pressure has 
forced six state legislatures to legalise 
the.sale and manufacture, of the drug 
and-approval is being considered by 
several more states. 

Haas, who deals exclusively with 
physicians and their patients, applauds 
the Legislature’s decision. 

"Doctors aren't out to kill people. 
They care about whet they are doing 
and should be free to make their own 
decisions," he added. 

"Patients, too, have rights over (heir 
own bodies." 

Haas said Laetrile pills cost between 
50c and SI. depending upon lhe 
strength, and injections are Si1. 

"Kilt, they won't be available tomor¬ 
row," he said. "There is an incredible 
amount of rules to be complied with be¬ 
fore we begin production. It will take a 
few’moil tiis.”

Currently, the extract made from apri¬ 
cot'pits and other natural substances ‘ 
must be imported from Mexico and used- 
by doctors with extreme caution, making 
the sale, use and manufacture akin to a 
black-market .operation. 

On Sept. 1, it will be legal to manufac¬ 
ture, sell and use Laetrile as long as cer¬ 
tain requirements are met. 

Since the federal Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration opposes the interstate 
transportation oi the substance, persons 
familiar with Laetrile say the best 
chance for increased supplies will come 
from plants built in Texas. 

The Star-Telegram learned of two Fort 
Worth residents who are in the process of 
setting up such plants. 

Although one of the prospective manu¬ 
facturers declined to publicly reveal his 
involvement, the other talked openly of 
his plans. 

Jim Haas, who said he has been dis¬ 
tributing Laetrile to doctors for two 
years, said he and two partners are plan¬ 
ning to manufacture Laetrile in both tab¬ 
let and injectable form.

Once the manufacturing hurdle has 
been jumped, cancer victims still will 
have to find a doctor who is willing to 
prescribe Laetrile. 

The Star-Telegram learned of at least 
.a half dozen doctors in the Fort Worth 
area v.-ho administer the substance. In 
some cases, the doctors buy it from 
wholesale distributors such as Haas. In 
other cases,’the doctors administer it on¬ 
ly if it is obtained by the patient. 

When Laetrile is legalized Sept. 1. doc¬ 
tors will be allowed to administer it. But 
proponents and opponents of the legaliza¬ 
tion question agreed it still will be diffi¬ 
cult for a patient to obtain Laetrile.

He said one reason doctors will be hesi¬ 
tant to use it. even though it will be. legal, 
is a fear of being ostracized by their 
peers.

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Laetrile Smugglers 
Placed ©21 Probation 


Two Los Altos men were fined 
(40,000 and placed on three years 
probation in San Diego Monday 
following their conviction in feder¬ 
al court last April on charges of 
smuggling Laetrile from Mexico. 

Robert William Bradford. <8, 
lender of the national movement 
to legalize Laetrile for treating 
cancer, and his vice president, 
Frank Salaman. 52, were among 
four defendants in the three-month 
trial. All received similar sen¬ 
tences. 

Bradford pleaded with U S. Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Robert Enright 
not to sentence the four to jail be¬ 
cause that would jeopardize ef¬ 
forts now under way In 23 states 
to decriminalize Laetrile. 

Laetrile is a caricer treatment 
derived from peach and apricot 
pits. It Is banned for use in treat¬ 
ing cancer by the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

Bradford is president.of the 
Committee far Freedom of Choice 
in Cancer Therapy, based in Los 
Altos. 

Also sentenced were Dr, Anton 
Richardson. 51, an Albany physi¬ 
cian, and Ralph Bowman. 49, of El 
Cerrito, committee business man¬ 
ager. 

They were the first of 18 de¬ 
fendants to be tried after they 
v aro- indicted by a federal grand 
jury a year ago on '12 counts of 
jCu.tipiracy and smuggling. 


All four said they plan to appeal 
thelh sentences. 

The Judge refused a probation 
department report recommenation 
of two-year jail sentences for 
Bradford and Richardson and one- 
year Jail terms for Bowman and 
Salaman. and denied motions for a 
new trial. 

As a condition of probation the 
men must submit to searches of 
themselves and tbelr property by 
probation officers "at reasonable 
times and places.’’ the Judge or¬ 
dered. The fines must be paid 
within one year. 

Bradford's committee has 
spearheaded a national campaign 
to legalize Laetrile which has suc¬ 
ceeded In Nevada, Indiana and 
Florida. He said similar-efforts 
are under way in 23 other states. 

"I believe programs In these 
states will fail" unless the com; 
mlttee can work on Its educational 
programs, Bradford said in his ap¬ 
peal to the judge not to levy Jail 
sentences. 

Bradford said he and his com¬
